Prot :// 4nts, In the Counties of Armerh and Throne, wherethe Froteſtants were 
more rmerous, their Murchers were more multipled, 204 with greater cruclry, 

Aſac Guire coming to the Cattle of Z:/entheath, defired to peak with bir, 
Al.ddleron , who admitted himin,” he fient burat the Records of the County, 
een demanded One thoufand pounds which was in his cuſtody of Sir IWiH:an 
Balſores, which as ſoon as he had, ne. cauſed Mr. Middleton to hear Maſh , and 
ro ſwear that he would never alter from ic , and then Hanged him up with his 
Wife and Children: Hanging and Murdering above One hundred Perſons be- 
ſides in that place. . 

At Por: -ndown Bridze, there were One thouſand Men, Women, and Children, 
carried in {everal Companies, and alÞmmmercitully drowned in the River, Yea, 
wthat Countrey there were tour thouſand perſons drowned in ſeveralplaces. 

[1 ore place an hundred and forty Eneliſb were taken and driven like Cattle 
for meny nes rogether, Other companies they carried out to a place ht for 

Execution , and then murthered chem. One hundred and fifreen Men, Wo- 
men, and Chiliren, they ſent with Sir Ph:{em Oneal's Paſs till they came to 
Pertenaown Bridge, and there drowned them. 

Ar another time One hundred and forty Proteſtauts, being thrown in at 
the fame place, as any of them TWam to the ſhote, tlie Vioody Villains with 
the Butr-ends of their Muskets knockt out their Brains. 

Ac Arma;h, O Cane got together all the Proteſt ants thereabouts, pretending 
ro conduct them tO Coleraine; but betore they were a days journey , they were 
all murdered , and fo were manv others, rhough they had ProteSons from 
Sir Philem Oneal. The Aged Feople in Armagh were carried to Charlewont, and 
there murthered, 

Preſently aftcr the Town of Armagh was burnt, and Five hundred Perſons 
murthered 2nd drowned, In K:lloman were Forty eight Families Murthered. 
ln one woulſc tweiity two” Proteſt..ns were burned, In Kilmore all the Inhabi- 
tants were Stripe and Mallicred , being Two hundred Fanvlics.z the whole 
Country was a Common Butcheryz many thoutands periſhed by Sword, Fa- 
mine, Fire, Water, and all other cruct Deaths, that rage and malice coutd 
jnVent. 

Ar Caſcl they pur all rhe Proteſtants into a loathſome Dungeon , keptthem, 
ewelve Weeks in great miſery. Some they barbaroutly mangled, and left them” 
languiſhing; {ume they hanged up twice or thrice, others they buricd ative, 

In Lgeens County , an Ex,t fo Man , is Wite , five Children, and a Maid, 
were all hanged rogerher. Art Cl! wn (eventeen Men were buried alive; ſome 
were woundef and hanged upon Tenter-hooks. 

In Caftle-Cumbcy, Two Boys wounded and hung upon Butchers Terters. Some 
hanged upand taken down to confels money, and then murthered.

Inthe cold weather many thoulands of Proteſtants of all ranks. ages, and ſexes; being 
rarned out naked, periſhed of cold and hur;ger ; thouſands of others were. drowned, cas , 
mrto D#uches, Begs, and Twf-pies; mulritudes miſerably burnt in houſes; ſome that lay fick 
of Feavers they cd up ; ome Men, Women, and Children, they drove into Boggy Pits, . 
and knockt them on the heads. Fe. 

Some aged Men and Women theſe barbarous Papiſts inforced their own Children to drown 
hem ; yea. ſome Children were compelled unnarurally to execute their own Parents, Wives | 
forced to hang their own Hubands , and Mothers to caſt their own Children into the Waters, f 
after which themſelves were nuwrehered. Ir. Shgo they forced a young Man to kill his Father, * 
and then hanged h*nup. In another place they forced a Woman to kill her Husband,, ther: 
cauſed her So rg kill her ,,ang then bayged the Son : yea , ſuch was their malice againſt the 
Eng. þþ thar ny taught cheir Children ro kill E, lifh Children.

In ſome places they lucked out the cyes and cut off the hands of the Proteſtants, and 
ryrned them wnto the Fields, where #1 5 verge The Hamen in fore places ſtoned the 
Engliſh Women and Children ro death, One man they ſhor through his thighs, digged a hole 
in rhe ground , fer him in upon his feer , fll'd up the hole , left our only his head , where he

languifhed to dearh. Another man they hold his feet in the Fire till he was burnt to death, 

In Mu#fter they hanged up many Miniſters in a moſt barbarous manner. One Minifter 
they ſtripped naked , and drove him through the Town; pricking him with Darts and Rapiers, 
Hill he Fell dren dead. 

Theſc barbarous Villains vowed , That if any Parents digged Graves to bury their Children 
19, they ſhould be buried therein them/elves. They ſtripped one William Loverden naked , then 
Killed him before his W7+ and Children. Divers Miniſters bones that had been buried fome 
years before, rhey digged np, becauſe they were, as they ſay. P.ctrons of Hereſie. : 

Poor Children rhat went out into the fields ro eat weeds and grafs, they kilied withour all 

ity. 
- A poor W*man whoſe Husband was taken by them , went ro them with rwo Children at 
her feer, and one ar her breaſt; hoping ro beg her Huwband: bur they flew her and her fuckin 
Child, brake the neck of another , and the third hardly eſcaped : and all this wickedneſs 
rhey exerciſed upon the Engliſh , withour any provocation given them. Alas who can com- 
prehend the fears, terrors, anguiſh, birrernels , and perplexity that ſeized upon the poor Pro- 
reſtancs, finding themſelves fo ſuddenly ſurprized withour remedy ; anc! wrapr up in all kinds 
of ourward miferies which could poſſibly» by man be inflicted upon humane Creatures? 
Whar fighs and groans, trembling and aſtoniſhment , what ſhrieks. cries, and birrer lamen- 
rations of wives, children, ſervants and friends , howling and weeping ; finding themſelves 
withour all hope of deliverance from their preſent miſeries. How inexorable were rheir 
barbarous Tormentors , thar compaſſed them in on every fide, wirhour all bowels of compats 
fion or the leaſt commiſerarion or ptry ; yea they boaſted upon their ſucceſs. 

The'e mercileſs I-:ſh Papiſts having fer a Cattle on fire , wheretn were many Proceſtanes, 
they rejoycingly faid , O how faeetly do they fry ! 

Ar Kilkenny , when they had commirred many crue! murthers , they brought ſeven Prote= 
Pants beads , one the head of a reverend Mrm fter; all which they fer upon the Mar kee-crofs 
ona Marker-dry; triumphing, flaſhing, and mangiinp them - they pur a (Gag in the Miniſters 
month, (lit up his cheeks ro his cars, and laid aleat of a Bible upon ir, and bid him, Prexch, 
for his Mouth mas wide enough. \ 

Ar K:lmore they put many Proteſtants, Men, W. men. and Clnldren, into a thatched Houſe, 
and there burnt them. They threw Mrs. Maxrme!! into the River , when in labour, the child 
being half born when the Morher was drowned. | 

Inone place they burnt rwo Proreſt.ane Bibles , and then fad , Ir was Hell fire they burnt. 
Other Bibles they rook . cur in pieces . and then burnt them; faying , They would db the hhe 
0 all Parirane Bibles, They rook rhe Bible of a M: mfter , called Mr. Edvard Slack, and os 
pening it, they laid itin a puddle of Water , and then Rtamped upon ir , laying , A plague on 
it, thu Bible hath bred all the quarrel,

thor ro death ; ſome they ſtah'd with their Skeins ; tome they rthruft chrough wirk heir Pikes, 
ſome they drowned ; the Women they ſtripr naked , who lymg upon their hushands ro fave 
them ,. were run through with Pikes; to that very few of them elcaped with life. ©

An Eng "ſh Woman, who was new!y delivered of rwoChildren, fome 07 thete Villains 
violently compelled her; in her great pain and ticknets, to rite out of her Bed , and took 
one of the Infants that was living , and daſhed his Brains againſt the Srones , and then threw 
him into the River of Barrew : The like they did by many other Infants ; many others they 
hanged up withour all pity. « 

The Lord Monr Garret , cauſed divers Engh(h Souldiers that he hal taken about Kilkenny, 
ro be hanged, hardly ſuffering them to Dt their death. 

One Fitz Parrick, an If Pap:/?, emuced a rich Merchanc, that was a Proteſtant, robring 
all his Goods ro his Houſe, promiſing lately ro keep them, and to re-deliver themro him, 
bur when he had gotten them into hus pofſethon, he rook the Merchant and his Wife and 
hanged them borh. The like he did by divers othess.
